A BADLY FOOLED PRACTICAL JOKER.

Ycsterdny a man boarded an Illi-

nois Central passenger train atOrand
Rivers, and soon attracted the atten-
tion of all the passengers aboard.
This was not because of his appear-unc- o,

nor of any peculiarity of de-

meanor or action but because ho car-

ried witli him a crudely constructed
wooden cage containing six coal
black cat and several felines almost
sable in hue.

This man looked mad, and ho
didn't belie his looks, for ho was
mad.

His fceliugs just then were any-
thing but pleasant, anything but to
trilie with, and when Conductor Hud
O'Uryan questioned him the story
was soon out.

The man's name is Herman Gla-
zier, and he buys up hides, poultry,
eggs, and such products of tho agri-
cultural regions.

Ho struck Grand Rivers day be
fore yesterday, and after making a
number of purchases announced to a
crowd of farmers that ho wanted fifty
black cats, and would pay 82
cash for them. When they
asked him what he wanted
with them, as what nine men out of
every tcu would iuvnriauly do, no
laughingly replied that he "wanted
them to scratch McKiulcy's back."

One old fellow took it seriously,
however. His name was M. Grny,
and after scouring the country for
about a dozen mile he succeeded in
finding but six perfectly black ones.
Ho enme across several others with
but few white hairs on their anato-
mies, however, and took them along
too, thinking thU perhaps they would
do as well.

hen Farmer Gray brought in the
cats, Huckster Glazier was over-
whelmed with surprise, and tried to
explain that he was only joking, but
the old fellow would listen to nothing
of the kind. He got
mad and attempted to get out a war-

rant against Glazier.
The matter was compromised by

the huckster paying 12 for tho six
lines, and then the peoplo of Grand
Rivers, who sided with tho honest,
unsuspecting old farmer in the affair,
made liiiu take them out of town with
him. He had them when be got on
the train, and took them away with
him when the train reached Kultnwa.
He confidentially told Lineman
O.Brynn, of the Postal Telegraph
Company, that he would never try to
get that cat joke off again, never
especially around Grand Rivers.

Jim Smith's death may mean liber-

ty to Jim Smith's father. The case

is quite nn anomalous pne. Smith
was n colore! barber who bad been
helpless nt his home on Clay street
from consumption for over a year
lie was subject to fainting spells, and

n few weeks ago while tho uncon-

scious victim of ono of these attacks,
lie had 8000 stolen from its place of

concealment in his sock.
Tho "doctor," who had been

nursing his sou, was suspected aud

finally tho theft was fixed on him,

ft 'Jo being found where he had left
It for safo keeping.

Tho authorities did not know how
to proceed, however, as the sick man
was too ill to como to court, and tho
court could not legally come to him.
Hut finally the emaciated form was
wrapped in bed clothing and brought
into court to speak tho words that
would send his own father to the
penitentiary. Without his cvidcuco
there was no proof that any money
had been stolen.

When Smith was brought in, how-ove- r,

Judge Campbell, tho defend-

ant's lawyer, quickly waived exami-

nation, which legally precluded tho
hearing of Smith's testimouy. Tho
technicality was dispensed with, how
ever, and Smith's testimony was
heard.

Yesterday ho died, and Judge
C utnpbcll says he will have the testi-
mony taken in the polico court ruled
out when the case comes up in tho
circuit. If he does, there will bo no
one to Drove that uuv monev was
stolen, and "Doctor"Smitli, although
guilty of theft and now in jail, will
go free, and Justice will have slipped
a cog.

SIN IN SPOTS.

Judge Sanders' Docket Slim
To-Da- y.

A TRESPASS CASE UP.

A Young Couple Charged With
Gross Immorality.

STORY OF PERFORMANCE.

A youthful looking couple ndorned
tho well-wor- n prisoner's dock in
Judge Sanders' court this morning.
The man was youthful lookmir. had
angular features, no beard, and woro
an nutlqiintcd suit of navy blue with
tarnished brass buttons. His name
was J. W. Solomon, of South First
street, nnd ho was charged with be-

ing immoral. His partner in sin was
a inero girl, although tho wife of a
Cniro mm. Annie Hutchinson she
gave as ter name, and her girlish face
was tear-stain- when Judge Sanders
called her nnme from the docket.
She did not look like n bad girl, and
seemed to wince when the prurient
crowd stared so at her. Tho man
stolidly sat there and returned the
gaze without flinching once.

He looked disappointed when
Judge Sanders continued the case
until tomorrow.

"They can't prove anything on us
anyhow," he said, Iookiug nt the girl
at his side with no small degree of
reassurance.

When tho case was called it was
found that none of the witnesses but
a boy, the brother of tho defendunt,
Solomon, was present. The warrant
was sworn out yesterday afternoon
by Mrs. Tom MeGaskin, who occu-

pied a shanty boat that was loosened
from its moorings as soon as the war
rant was sworn out. She is a sister
of Solomon, and it appears was sane
tioued by Solomon s mother in her
action.

Mrs. Solomon was not in court this
morning, her son saving that she was
nimble to be out on account of the
excitement incident to the arrest last
night. An attachment was issued
agaiust her.

Solomon was locked up after court,
nut the gir1 was permitted to remain
in the mayor's olllce. Sho told the
reporters that she was wife uf Isaac
Hutchinson, of Cniro, and that he
abandoned her sometime ago. She in-

tended to go down on the Fowler today
aud bring ruit against him for di
vorco.

Tho Solomon family emigatcd from
Cairo' about "ix months ago and the
girl came with them. It is said that
she and Soloman have been living
together for scveial weeks as man
aud wife, but this remains to he
proven. Roth of tho defendants
claim that the prosecution is ma-

licious.
The attachment was served on Mrs.

Solomnn, and the olllccr also found
Mrs. McGnsgln, who said she had no
intention to leave permanently.

The evidence was then heaid, and
tho trial lasted about an hour. The
testimony developed the fact that the
couple had been living together for
some tunc. At the conclusion a floe
of $25 and costs was assessed against
each.

Soloman is an aeronaut, and was
Paduenh some time ago as a bal- -

loonist and lighlropo performer.
He has nKo been a brakemnu on the
Illinois Central.

L. Futrcll and Dug Williams were
arralgiud in the polico court today
on a charge of trespassing on Wm.
Maddox s property iu Rowlandtown.
They were cha'ged with having torn
dow n the fence and taken possession
of tho outbuildings. Yvillinms ad
mitted ten'iug sumo of the fence
down, but said it was at the instance
of Dr. Frank, who boucht the
property at tax sale. The
evidence did not implicate Futroll,
and the warrant wasdismissed. Tho
other eve was left oi.cn.

Nettie Lvle, colored, found her
self charged with petty larceny in
Judge Sandeis court. Ihc prose-
cuting witness, Annie Buckman,
magnanimously informed the court
Hint the offense was committed about
a year and a half ngo, and that the
woman bud been here ever since.
